Secondly, becauſe it giues not chat which 
ler mr We ſtand in need of, namely, remiſsion of 
fa, ſinnes: for, che Law iuſtifieth none, but the 
perfect fulfillers thereof, It commands and 
requires obedience thereunto, and bindes 
a curſe vpon the tranſgreſſors of the ſame. 
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Therefore there is no remiſsion of ſinnes to 

bee expected by the Law ; but by faith,

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Thereſore it can neuer giue life to another, 
nor any way profit him that hath it. So that 
as Saint Temes ſaith in the laſt verſe of this 
chapter, 46 the boch, without the ſpirits and life, 
and motion, is dead: euen ſo faith without vo 
u dead alſo. In which regard, it behooueth 
all men to try and examine their faith, vvhe- 
ther it bee a good faith, or a bad, a liuely or 
dead faith. To vvhich purpoſe, I exhort you 
with the Apoſtle, Try your ſelues, Brethren: 
examine your ſelues: knowe you not, that Jeſus 
Chriſt in you, except ye be reprobates? So1ay 
I concerning your faith, Examine your fait 
Brethren, whether it bee a liugly or a dead 
faith you haue. Knowe you nag,that a dead 
faith cannot ſaue a man? It meth then 
euery Chriſtian to examine the ſtate of his 
ſaluation, by his faith, and to faſt in 
that liberty wherein Chriſt hath made vs 
free. If our temporall ſtates were queſtio- 
ned, we would ſoon repair to counſell, for 
the repairing and amending thereof: ſhould 
vve not much rather take care to lobk into 
the ſtate of our ſaluation, to knovve hovv 
we ſtand by faith?
